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Pocket* in various garments taVe many 
forms, and an put in all sorts of positions, 
according to the requirements of Ihe wearer 
of I lie garment. 

In general. pockets arc intended lobe useful 
receptacles for articles Hie wearer might 
desire to carry about u itii him or her, and 
are frequently put to considerable strain hy 
overloading. Pockets can, however, be made 
a means of decoration at certain point* ol tiic 
garment, and always he made up bo as to 
fulfil thai condition, no matter whnl their use 
might be. 

In certain classes of garments, especially 
lliose worn by ladies, Lite formation, decora- 
tion :likI iinish ol pockets art frequently of 
a most elaborate style and design, in many 
instances bordering on lite fantastic 

In all pockets, either for male or female 
garment?, one neutral rule tn be borne in 
mind is I lint Ihe method of ti n i s 1 1 iri»^ off Lhe 
ends has to be varied to suit lite slyle «f 
pocket and the cbaracter of the- material in 
which it ILnds a plate 

SOME SPliCTAL FORMS OF POCKETS. 

Take, for example, the dilteient styles of 
outside finish to pocket* and formation of 
pocket-mouth, illustrated fit the large plate on 
page &. Here we have tlie vertical pocket 
with fancy flap, the circular pocket which 
may be jented or hound with cloth accord- 
ing to the garment or character of material 
which the packet is to adorn, and the ordin- 
ary cm S3 -pocket and patch with fancy Haps 
and stitching*, by way of decorative finish. 

In other garments, such as trousers and 
breeches, quite a diffcretil pi ocess of pocket 
formation prevails in many cases, and ttie*e 
we shall deal with later on; for the present 
we are dealing with body garments for male 
and female wear. 



POCKET DESIGNATIONS. 

In the previous paragraph uc have set out 
some of the names of pockets seen on the 
diagram, and these cover in the main* the 
standard styles of pockets, vk, welt, jeaied, 
Hap, patch : but, as you see. each pocket can 
t ike several forms and various combinations. 
Take, for instance, the "welt" pocket. This 
pocket especially will call for ail alteration 
of method in ihal the curves and points can- 
not be propei ]y formed by turning over a 
piece left on. as in the case of the straight 
welt. Ill I "is case we cut Ihe top of welt to 
Hit shape required, and seam on a separate 
piece to form the inside facing of welt, or 
else fell the silcsia or Kalian pocket close up 
to edge of welt. 

At diagram 1314 wc have represented a raw 
edge material such as milled melton or better- 
class beaver, with a double stitching, and a 
-sprat's -head " finish nl ends instead of the 
ordinary D lack. 

In ihc three styles of piped or bound poc- 
kets illustrated at A and It, diagram 11, and 
A. diagram 12. the "sprat's- head" finish is 
also seen. In the two former it is made by 
IllC forming of a " cush," as in the ease of a 
pocket bound with braid, and in the latter the 
material is Cut to shape, to be stitched Oil the 
garment around the pocket-mouth. 

These three styles of pockeL finish are very 
often used in connection with wool and fancy 
vest s. 

Let us draw your attention to diagrams 6 
to o r there you have HI Li si rations of different 
styles of flap and patch arrangement, some of 
which are of considerable decorative value. 
The styles at 6 and B may he so made upas 
to allow the hand to go into the patch along 
the top edge without disturbing overlapping 
pOrlions; in other words, these details, can 
be made up as fixtures, or the buttoning 
arrangement* enn be real instead of imitation, 
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The pocket seen at diagram " Is Intended 
to represent n swing vertical pocket lor \m 
nntiiied garment, similar to that sliown ;\[ 
diagram 3- In that garment we have an 



inside patch uf cloth with poclcet slil [featedj 
underneath (he welt, a^ in diagram 2 where 
we show the welt turned bsicteL tlirough this 
Nlltth? hand can 510 into the natch or swing 
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pocket, or to the ported ol n garment under- 
neath. 

Iii fill «i ylefs. of pnti h prickets there should 
be a tiille ease of patch round (.Lie Lower pari 
so as ro prevent dragging when anything is 
put into jlic rocket*. 

T!n- patches seen at diagrams :tiu1 { )\ are 
suitable <o sporting and similar garments ; 
that at 9 is suitable for a gent's jacket, mid 
Oa, as ycni sec. is placed ;it the hip of a lady's 
sports coal or Xnriulk jacket. 

The Hap and curved ieatcd pockets illus- 
trated at diagrams 4 and 5 on the large plate, 
are suitable to outside breast pocket, mi either 
men's or women's garments, and is certainly 
more decorative than Hie ordinary welt or 
flap, as seen at diagram ]0, in costumes of 
tweeds, and, indeed, of all dashes of material 
olher than the extremely dressy mala-. 

So much, then, by way of general deucrlp- 

We will explain as we go alnug how In 
make up the various kind* of welts, jeated 
pocfcels, patched, or patched willi ivtl( poc- 
kets ; hut first let us consider 'he inipoi laid 
question of pocket "slays." 

In the making af all pncfcds due Tcgard 
must he liad to tire nature of Hie materia] of 
wEiidi the. garment is composed, and the pur- 
pose for which tht pocket \s being formed. 

Yon will need to know (hv imlurc of llie 
strain likely to be put upon ill u packet, and 
sta3 r it in accordance with that knowledge ; 
whether the strain will be bust met by longi- 
tudinal or transverse stay*, or by both com- 
bined, The stays will, in uiOsi un,^ he. ot 
linen; this will he all die heller if yon tirst 
pass a warm iron over it, in order to provide 
against any shrinkage when tin- poctit is 
pressed at the finish. 

There are many in the tailoring trade who 
think silesia or other lining, ur a strip ol stay- 
tape without either, is sufficient strengthening 
for whatever purpose the pocket nitty he in- 
tended. We do not subscribe U> that opinion. 
We believe that linun, h properly used, will 
be found to mcel all requirements, and in thin 
materials prevent any unseemly impressions 
of siitch.es in putting on the staytape; but 
where it m:iv he frmnrl necessary lei imparl 



additional strength, ihen slavtnpe may be srtn- 
plovL-il as well as tkt- linen; hui in our experi- 
ence these cases are few find vctv far between. 

Another point to be borne in mini! when 
tucking pockets in lounges. ssi>', i> to lie sure 
ymi have sullieiciit length ot canvas between 
the front piiLkeL-cnd and the aiinhnle. nlhcr- 
wisc tilt; loi'cpart canvas will liave to he Cu1 
through, thus deslrcnisifi Hie support Which 
the pocket should receive by being lacked 
through the forepart canvas. Vuu may piece 
the canvas there atler colling through, bul the 
arrangement is seldom satisfactory because 
the contraction will probably show itself well 
towards the I rout edge, and although you have 
succeeded in seem ing a cleau-hauging I'ronl 
edge, the pocket support is seriously weakened. 

SHAPE. SIZK AMI MATERIALS 

FOR VARIOt'S POCKETS. 
,-\ few instrudkuis as to the shie- and shape 
Lit which the diiferenl pockets hate to be etil 
will not be out nf place ill lessons of this 
civ trader. 

First, let us lake tile tl'OUsefS pocket. 
These, in the main, ale of tliTCC characters, 
viz.. side-po^ltels, en iss~po;-tel< and hip- 
pork its. 

hi cutting these from the material il is 
llSllll] lo have the ft out line »f ihe finished 
pocket on ihe fold of the material, which a 
lailor calls "the crease-edge." It is not al- 
ways possible to gel the actual crease-edge 
of the pocket material lor IrouscT pocket* 1 if 
this style, because you would need loo i-rea!

iif material we need for our purpose we adopt 
Hie following method.

At diagram 1a. on page H, we show the side

The.: shape Of pocket illustrated At C on the 
aNwe diagram differs slightly from the side- 
put ket. in thsd it is cut shorter, and is squarer 
al the bottom. This is a crnss-pocket, und 
because the pocket-mouth is higher on the 
figure, the material is somewhat shorier than 
the sidc-pockcl. This pocket, when it is 
machined round the edge, uill have an open- 
ing down to the erossmark. seen on C. which 
will be about 6 inches down from the top. 
These pocket*, like the side-pockets, are 
generally cut with the crease or fold down 
the front of pocket.

MATERIALS USED. 

The material generally used is a stout 
farm oi cotton, specially nude tor the pur- 
pose.

In 
better-class garments for certain special pur- 
poses, thin leather, mackintosh or waterproof 
material is also used.

In Ihc case of the loangc and vc-l. pot-kcis, 
black silt-sin. also various colours suitable lo 
I lie shade of cloth, ut used, lii otevcoats tor 
male and female wear there are manv sorts- 
ol miHcrial used fm porfceis: sometimes cloth 
is used, touieLiiiies " Selvyt". at patent mantt- 
facaiTt with a welwet pile thai is sou and warm 
totJlC hands. In the oisliued ifarinent wliere 
(he vctliv:.d pocket is used we often have the 
top half Oi po-'keS o1 i:ln£li, of "Setvyl," or ol 
lining such as the shoulder huggie or casiiip;

In all these pockets hi tin lined garments

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JBATED l'OCKETS, STRAIGHT 
A\D CUUVED. 

The straight-cut jealed pocket might be 
siid Id form the foundation for most other 
Styles. save known as lite "paldl." 

As a bcsinniufi to a detailed cmiKideratiini 
of pocket formation, the "jeased " or " piped " 
jhi. kcl is important;. 

There is one important principle connected 
wittj Mil- piece* of cloth or lining with which 
you propose to pipe or jeat your poLkel-rnOulh 
lh;d should not lie neglected, If yon run si 
strip id c I nth or lining through your linger

jesiling Ill*" Mil- harsh fold i:ut the other way 
o( the material will do. For this reason the 
tailor jjfesieraliy Hoes mil bother to match 
jcalings in a stripe material; (lie main idea is 
lo throw up the jeatiug boldly on the garment; 
this holds g<n>d either in die straight or curved 
for in of pocket, In both styles it is belter to 
press open the seams of jeatings when cloth 
is used for the purpose, and lo stitch the jeab 
ing tu hold it in place right through Ihe seam. 
There is a method adopted of turning in the 
j eatings without pressing open the scams and 
HTitchhlg hdow in" behind Ihe seams; this, in 




our view, breaks up the pocket-mouth too 
much, and is nothing like lite neat effect given 
by the open scams. 

THE CUKVED OK CIRCULAR POCKET. 

Having sel out the general rule to he fol- 
lowed in relation to poekel-stays.. and cutting 
the pieces for jcating any kind of pocket, we 
may now take into consideration the curved or 
ch-i-ular form of pocket. This style of pocket 
is very much worn on ladies' jackets, men s 
Unrobes mid ninny other garments, mid may 
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lie put plain nv willi flap attached. 

Iii Hit: plate 1.11 diagrams on the previous 
page wc have dealt mostly with Lin.' jelled 
form of make-up, (hat is lo say, with a facing 
of clolh seamed on berth lop and bottom of 
pocket-mouth, which, alter the seams have 
been pressed open, will farm a piping on 
either side, as seen at diagram 2. 

CUTTING THE CLOTH J EATINGS. 

The one thing Ural puzzles most people in 
the early stages of this style of rocket is llic 
shape which the jeatings or elnlli facings are 
to assume, In the majority ol cases they pivc 
the correct form lo the bottom facing. H, dia- 
gram 1. tail fail at A of the saint- diagram. 

Looting at A as now sewn on ill c coat, yon 
may assume thai a Totind edge was put along 
the pocltet-inoultl at lop; that is not llic case, 
however, for both facings htc nit the same, 
and whatever slant or curve Hie pocket-mouth 
takes, both top and bottom pieces must follow 
il, exactly as is Hie cast- with B, diagram I. 

If you look again al A you witl notice a 
broken upper edge and a deal of shading; 
these, together, denote length I licit, and that 
length is produced hv the hollow edge of 
facing being sewn to the curve along the 
top of pocket-mouth ; this will enable you to 
turn the cloth at A on the inside of pocket, 
and to make a piping as slinwn al diagram 
1 ; and if you turn diagram 2 over, A and H 
will lie as shown al diagram J. In I hat 
diagram the pocket-mouth is made up and 
ready to lake the clolh facing I hat grits over 
the pocket-mouth lo hide the silesia forming 
the pnclcet proper. The pocket facing is seen 
at diagram 4. without the top half of silesia, 
and you will note thai at diagram 1 i| lakes 
the t:urvc of pocket-month, and is, in fact, 
cut the shape of A and II, only that it is 
somewhat deeper between D and its hollom 
edge. 

SEWING. CUTTING & PRESSING 
SEAMS. 

Before we reach the stage seen at diagram 
4 we have three important stages lo go 
through. First as to sewing. This lifts to 
he done carefully, whether you sew he hand 



or use the machine for the purpose; if the 
former, yon use the- back -stitch anil draw the 
hand fairly tight as yon pull out I he stitch; 
but generally tile machine is used fur this 
work, and I be one thing you have to lake 
care ol is thai the sewing is of an even width 
all along, and on either skle of the line, as 
seen at diagram I . 

Nest, be sine you sew each seam an even 
length, otherwise you will not get a good end 
finish lo your pocket. 

Now me have reached the stage seen at 
diagram I. where we represent the lacings 
sewn on the forepart of the coal and through 
a linen slay placed across i1 al the back, as 
illustrated al diagrams 3, -4, and 5, The point 
of the scissors will be inserted between I he 
two edges of lacings a little inside the length 
of sewing, that is lo say. the centre line of cut 
will he al least J, in. less at either enr! than I he 
sewing, From this we nick the iotir corners 
in a slanting direction to the end of seam on 
cither side; bin on no account beyond it. This 
leaves a pointed piece Ol Cloth which will he 
of service when we come lo lack the ends. 
If you refer to diagram 2 VOU will see 1 his 

pointed piece of cloth projecting beyond lite 
points where the seams end, 

Next in importance to the Hewing and cut- 
ting is the pressing of Hie scams. We are 
aware that ninny neglect this detail and Inrn 
the cloth facings inside without pressing open 
the seam*; this will necessitate a line of stitch- 
ing going under the line fit seams, and, as we 
mentioned previously, breaks up the pocket- 
mouth into too many lines. We should 
advise yon to adopt the opening method, and 
lo stitch hi the seam after the turned-in edges 
have been pressed and basted, as we illustrate 
at diagram 2. 

The rule to tie followed in regulating the 
w idth of the piping or jeating is to make good 
the scam von have taken; thus, if you want a 
narrow jeating you will sew Jin, seam on 
cither side of the line; if, as is generally the 
case, you require a medium width piping, 
then sew about { in., that is, Hit width repre- 
sented in the diagram* before you. 

Let the cloth facings go cleanly tail th inly 
over the edge nf seam, wiiiioui doubling it 
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over as you haste along, as at diagram 2. 
When they are basted so, give them a press 
from the inside, gently straining the jeatings 
along to pull them straight under (he iron, 
The bottom half may now he machined along 
Hie seam, B. of diagram 3, gives you an 
inside view of il at this Stage. 

Although the top-seam wnl be Irealcil in 
similar fash i t>" as seen at A, diagram 3, this 
will nol tie done until a cloth facing has been 
stitched across Mic lop half of silesia pocket, 
as at D. diagram 5. This is done before Hi* 
attached tn the pocket-: nouth, and will lie 
along it, as illustrated at D, diagram 4. 

The dot and. dash lints down the sides 
represent the lay of the too silesia. The 
stitching we see immediately below D, dia- 
gram 4. will go through the. silesia. as well 
as the pocket racing, thus holding both iti 
place. 

(J in both diagrams is Hie lower halt ol 
pocket, which is sewn along B, diagram 3, 
and through the linen stay as well as (lie 
cloth. 

Diagram 5 shows the two halves of pocket 
stitched in place. D being turned back to 
show yon the pocket fully ready lor sewing 
round by machine. 

When we have brought Ti down over C, 
and sewn Hie pocket round, we have to turn 
it over and put in the lacks at the end. This 
is the stage at which you find the beneht of 
the pointed piece seen in diagram 2; it is 
turned Hinder with the point of the needle 
straight across the pocket end. as we see at 
diagram 6, and so gives a clean double edge 
La tack down. 

Yon will see. now, how much it wilt inter- 
fere with a nice finish, if one line of sewing 
is longer than the other, tor the ends will lie 
at an angle instead of going straight, as at 
diagram o. 

THE FLAPS, 

When tliia style of pocket is finished with 
a Hap it is cut in shape as we slum al dia- 
grams 7 and 8, On the first we sec it fulled 
on to Hi a facing, and in the latter stitched 
ready to go in the pocfcet-monlh. 

hi thii style of pocket with feuting tup aitd 



bottom, the Hap is inserted into the finished 
pocket-month and held in place with the 
sli telling either bv hand or mac I line that goes 
through the top >eam of j eating. 

Another way 01 pulling flaps into this or 
the straight pocket-month is lo jeal Lhe lower 
part of pocket-mouth and to seain the (lap in: 
hut this form of iiiakiug-up we shall ileal 
with when we deal nioTt fully with the flap 
pocket. 

We may also leave to that stage the general 
question of " lacking the en d» " of pockets, 
because (he same kind"! tack is put to the 
flap style as to these plain jeated pockets. 

MAKIXG-UP FLAP POCKETS- 

The flap pocket of whatever character is 
closely associated with the Jeated pocket dealt 
with in the previous article. We dealt in 
passing form with the making-np of the flap, 
hut in these lessons we desire to be as helpful 
as possible t<> the learner, apprentice and stu- 
dent, ot whatever age or sex, Wc propose, 
therefore, to enter more fully into the detail 
of Hap making, because it is a very important 
part or the pocket that can be made a valu- 
able decorative teat arc of the garment itself. 

Many flaps one sees in garments by no 
means fulfil that function of decoration, on 
the contrary, they are apt to detract from 
rather |han add Lo the appearance of the coat, 
One general defect one notices in connection 
with flaps on all slyks of garments is (he 
outward cull of the ends and bottom edge of 
flap, instead of that inward rolling appearance 
which it should possess. The cause of this 
is manifold, some of the chief causes being 
Imperfect control of the outside material by 
the flap-facing, the insertion of an imperfect 
interlining of linen or can vat between flic 
outer and inner materials forming the flap, 
and the stitching of the Hap by machine from 
i tie outside instead of from the flap lining 
side, 

U'c have set out special diagrams dealing 
with this detail, which we are hopeful will 
show you how to make up a flap that will lie 
smoothly and shapely on the coat, and to geL 
over the evil of disdainful Haps that constantly 
turn up their noses at their fabricator, as well 
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a* llie wearer of ihc garment in winch they 
Eire put- 

First, then, we would counsel yon noi l<> 
pal anything in the nalirre of interlining 
lining" in the Hap; the outside doth and Ihe 
Hap lining art; sufficient »nl>i=l;iin re in all 
case**. « 

Whenever possible, lint the flap with the 
same material that Hie (lap is tul from.

At diagrams I anrl 2 before yon, urc have 
set oni 35 clearly us we can, the two initial 
stages hi Hie make-up of the Hap. 

Diagram i illustrates tlic flap hasted plain. 
Ot flat, on the flap lining; trim the surplus 
lining away from Uie cuds awl hoi torn of flap; 
of, if ycni like, chalk down tl^e ends and along 
Hie ho| torn so as to get the actual line ol Hap 
as it lies at diagram 1. 

The next Oi eraliun is to hold hack the ends 
and button i oi flap a good scam'i width 



lining wide. 

In cither Jliiiitl Of machine sowing make n& 
small a seam a* possible. Pure awny the 
surplus material ; turn Ihc seam to Hit inside 
and haste round with stitches fairly closely 
placed belli tid the edge ol seam; haste from 
the lining side and keep the seam sligliUy 
inside the edge of Hap. This done, press the 
flaps again from the inside, and as the steam 
of pressing evaporates, curl Hie Hap the way 
you ivisii it to go. 

Tlie next stage- is that of outside stitching. 
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ii you decide to so decorate the edge or coat; 
following (lie same rule 51* in sewjng (he Itap 
mid facing together, you will place The Hap 
nil llit* machine with it* right side downward, 
and iiKicltjnc lire edge from the lining ur 
inside. Tlit: nhicct in thus keeping the Hap 
i'acinj; uppermost in to carry out the genera] 
rule Lu be observed in all insichiuing opera- 
tions, ul J!,, tlvit the fullest side shall be in 
close contact with (lie feeder -foot of tlit 
machine. If you put the: fullest side upper- 
most, the premier* foot of the machine is liable 
to drive tin* fulness or easy side into small 
pleats, or puckers, and. in addition to that, you 
arc suit to get a driving of Hie npper material 
by (he presaer-foot thai will cause the pail 
machined lu euri towards the machine needle 
instead of a way from it; thus, ii the finished 
flap seen at diagram 7, an page 1>, weie 

machined from the outside, I he ends would 
naturally curl upwards instead 01 keeping 
their place as we see them ht ttiat diagram. 

RELATION OF FLAP TO L'OCKET- 
MOITI1. 

It is highly important that you secure per- 
fect harmony between the Hap and tlie rwx'kcl- 
mouth, or opening, before you proceed to sew 
on the pocket facing, or jealing. Place the 
flap 011 the garment and mark its actual length 
now that it is made up, taking care In match 
all stripes or patterns the c4olh may possess. 
This mailer of matching pattern, face and 
twill, we shall deal with in a separate article 
later On, in relation to all forms of pockets. 

Now that you have obtained 1 lie actual 
length oJ pocket-mouth required, you will 
proceed io sew on the [eatings, observing all 
Hit; rides as lu sfavs, run of material in jeat- 
ings, seaming, culling of pockei-inoiilti and 
nicking of corners., as set out in connect ion 
with the circular or plain jeated pocket. 

lu diagram fi we have the pocket with just 
the under purl jeated; while along the top 
the Hap is tewn to forepart, and the latter 
f i tided over on the flap In form a hold or 
lapped-scam ctfecl with a stitching above. 
This is tbc general i«im of pocket treatment 
where flaps are concerned. 

Where flaps form part t>f llic pocket make- 



up il is nol usual to put a cloth facing, as ill 
the other /nuns of pocket ah each cleall with; 
the Hap itself ivill act as a cover to hide (lie 
silesia pocketing, ihcrefore the top half of 
stlesia will be basted on hist in the maimer 
shown at I), diagram 5. on page 10. but 
without the cloth facing there shown. Machine 
the two halves of silesia together the width 
and deptb required to form pocket, and the 
tacking is all that remains to Ih: done. 

Just one final detail In conned ion with all 
these pockets might he remarked upon before 
we pass In the consideration of Lite lacking 
operation, viz.. the run or outline which the 
sile^ia pocket should lake- The mistake- is 
often made of cutting the silcsia loo straight 
and narrow. Yon should allow the pocket to 
swell oil I about I he lower half so us to permit 
of the pocket being mole spacious than the 

upper; ihe swelling out should lie on hotll 
Ironl ,md hack o( pocket, as at C m diagrams 
4 and 5, on page If). 

To fully explain the making-up of the Hap 
pocket where ihchotlnm hah of pocket-mouth 
only has been jeated or piped, wc would 
diTCCl vonr allenlioti to dia. o, Oti page 1 3. 
There we have the botlnm pealing set out, and 
thcfasleningstilches lioklillgthe edtfeS nf cloth 
and linen stay together, so as hi prevent it 
slipping when the liap is being sewn in. 

\fark the depth of flap, say 2 \ or 2{ inches. 
Keep the edge of pocket-mouth to lire line 
and sew a narrow seam. 

The top of llap may be opened, or it may be 
basted over and stitched along the top the 
same width as the jealing. s<.> that when the 
flap is inside the pocket the tup sthc hin^ [Old 
the seam on llic- bottom half will look uniform. 

In diagrams d and 7 we have two views of 
the pocket; the latter shows 1 he flap outside, 
while the former ill list rales Hie flap inside, 
ready for the tacking of the pocket ends. 

There are several ways of finishing off the 
ends of pockets: some finish them v ith what 
is known as n " haT Lack,"' while in some 
few eases tacks of an ornamental character 
arc placed thcTe. In a garment which pro- 
fesses, however, to be tailor -made, these kinds 
of timsli are seldom resorted to; the almost 
universal practice is to put what is known as 
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;i " blind tacking,'' Hint h n straight line of 
side-stitches, wliichare'pul in hy hand by the 
method known :i* " prick-slitfliin^,' 1 or " slnh- 
slitciliilg," that is to say, Ihc needle i* p;is*Cfl 
up and down without heing Uinietl ns in 
ordinary sewing. The pointed piece nl pocket 
ends c-auscd hv nicking *erec here as in Hie

securely fastened clown in Lhe. war rieserincd.

MATCHING WE ITS, FLAPS & PATCHES. 

II might be wise at this stage to give a few 
words "i advice upon Ihc important (Mail of 
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matching pall e in in material when cutting 
out the patch well, or Hap. that is Lo adorn 
tin," finished puckef T In the case u( a ma- 
terial will" a face and no distinct pattern, or 
in tl^e ease ol series ami twills, I lie matter 
is not difficult; nor in a straight up-and-down 
strip*? is it much trouble to cut a Hap, welt or 
patch iliat will go straight across the forepart. 
It js wlitn we cnmi; lotlie cross-check and the 
slanting pockd that difficulties arise. 

Lei us take 1lie check materials illustrated 
at Diagrams I and 5, and go through llie 
ope radon of cm ting tliu various pieces la form 
Hi t dill e rent pockets, and see what alteration 
in the mutter of allowance of extra material 
will be necessary, 

CUTTING A CHECK WELT. 

Take Hit welt shown at breast on Diagram 
1 : there we have two considerations io bear 
ill mind : first, the fact Iliat the line of pocket 
is Oil the" slant, and, second, llie Cross si ripe 
of material. 

You note the outline of the piece of material 
from which the welt is to he cut ; it is laid on 
the forepart with all stripes matching - t we 
have oul lined the finished Welt (m it, lml in 
order to secure thai effect curtain allowances 
for seams must be made, As we see the welt 
there it will need at least Jin. at lop to turn 
inside, and us a seam has to be taken along 
the bottom ot welt. I'm. allowance most be 
made for that. There is also a seam lo eotne 
off the forepart below the pocket line; be- 
cause of that lad we must, in CrOss-stripe 
material, allow another Jin. on I he holiom of 
welt piece, that i* to say, 4in. altogether below 
the line of well seen at Diagram I, This, 
makes the- well piece when oil 2 inches deep ; 

allow extra length at each end oi well, say at 
lua.nl Jin. 

In bailing on Ihc welt for staining it twill 
not do l(t keep the lines of piece exactly lo 
those on the forepart, because the line ui 
pocket-mouth is on the slant. 

In order to secure a perfect match ol the 
u|j-:nid-down stripes we shall have to put 
those of the welt over those of the forepart 
the width of seam we are going lo take, then 
they will be found tn join along; the line of 



sewing, and when the seam is pressed open 
a perfect Tim of stripe will result. 

When you pot the edge of well -piece along 
the line of pocket after culling in the way 
described, you will find the cross stripes will 
be alx>ve those ul Ihc forepart : but when the 
two seams arc taken off they also will fall into 
I heir proper match across llie front. 

The s nne method of basting on the well 
lacing along llie top of pocket line should be 
frill owed as in the well. 

t.TTTIN'O CHECK FLAPS. 

The ■principle obtaining here is Hie same 
as in the welt, but in the case ol tlie Hap die 
seams come off llie top of Hap and upper side 
of pocket line. 

At Diagram 1 you set; the piece fur Hap 
laid on the coat and outline of flap chalked. 
Once you have set out the shape and finished 
width and length of Hap, proceed to provide 
the necessary allowances : this will be Jin. 
along the lop. and a small seam's width at 
each end and along the button!. 

All the rules as to making-up flaps set out 
in our previous lesson hold good in lliis case 
as in the plain materials. 

In Ihc case of the flap, ii the finished Hap is 
to be niches deep it will mean von cut it 
2j inches deep to start with,. that will be Jin. 
above the line as set out on the diagram, Jin. 
below the boltom line, and Jin. at each end. 

CUTTING CHECK PATCHES AMD 
FLAPS. 

On Ihc whole, patch pockets are not so 
difficult to f tit as Haps and wells. You will 
see at Diagram 5 the method of procedure is 
pretty much Ihc same in the case of the patch 
as in that of the oilier two, so far as Hie 
marking-out is concerned. 

The oik difficulty that does arise in these 
stripe patches is to secure a slight fulness of 
appearance in the finished pocket without 
destroying the run of the pattern. The general 
practice in patches is to tut them slightly 
larger about the lower half, so that a '*little 
life" as the tailor terms it, shall be observable, 
and prevent the dragging of the patch when 
anything is put in them. The extra material 
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ishntliin IcnyH' and width, and i* kept in 
gradually i it can he done with care in pai- 
terned material hucIi as we hare btdor*: lis, 
without scrtoush- affecting Hie match <4 the 
pocket pattern with thai of the forepart.

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In the case of the flap as well as patch, all 
we have said iit relation to ordinary flaps 
holds good here. It is w hen we come to put 
the Eliip into position that a difference of 
method operates, 

At Diagram 7 we show an out-breast patch 
such as you sec at Diagram I. 

Willi the Flap sew n into position above the 
patch, this is not Inserted in the pocket-mouth 
as at bottom pocket at Diagram 1. hut just 
sewn a narrow seam across the forepart about 
fin. above the (op of patch, 

The next stage is to lurn it over ho that it 
will lie on and over the top of patch with all 
stripes, face or twill patlu u matching both 
forepart and patch. Another si itching is put 
along the top inside the fold over Of Hap ; this 
stitching usually is uniform nt width with Un- 
stitching of I lie pnlch and flap, it can. ol 
course, he stitched close on edge around the 
patch, but when the edge of coat is stitched 
sr>tnc distance off back, say Jin. or Jin., it is 
best to ftr<t neatly fell the patch on the coat 
and then to stitch by machine away front the 
edge of patch. 

DETAILS OK MAKING UP WELT 
POCKETS. 

In the early stages there is little difference 
between making-np ihc "welt" and the 
• l je;dcd" pocket. 

The difference to be observed in the cutting 
of the pieces of [material have been fully ex- 
plained in previous lessons. You will observe 
the perfect similarity of procedure between 
the two styles of pocket by reference lo 
Diagram 1, where we show the welt and welt 
facing sewn on the coal. The staying', cutting 
through between the pieces, the nicking of the 
four corners of the seams, and ill c pressing 
open Of the seams are all the same ! it is from 
the point of opening the scams that tilt 
difference of treatment slarls. 

We allow the upper piece of cloth, the well 
facing, to go inside ami fall dawn wards, as at 
Diagram 3; the well lies upwards after the 
seam has been opened, and is as we show il 
at Diagram 2. There we have chalked the 
width of welt, usually 1 inch for outside 
breast or vest welt, and we have also mai ked 



the ends where the welt will be turned in for 
fastening dow n. 

Along the line on the inside of welt a nar- 
row stay of linen or stay tape, or anything on 
the straight Ihal will control and strengthen, 
should be placed before the welt is turned 
over, so that the chalked line at Diagram 2 
will form the top edge. The silesia that forms 
the welt half of pocket can be seamed n 
narrow scan) along the piece left on beyond 
the chalked line, or yon may fell it along 
there, l li is is the operation we have depicted 
at Diagram 2 A. 

In that diagram we hawc first turned biwk 
a piece of the silesia pocket, and felled it 
along the opened seam of welt ; then the piec e 
is turned up and felled along the cloth tin ned 
over from Diagram I. 

You will note the silesia project* beyond 
the length of pocket-mouth on either side, 
at Diagram 2A; so does the welt facing at 
Diagram 3, where we have brought the latter 
down lo its proper place, now we have se- 
cured the one-halt of silesia to the welt. 

The second half of inside pocket will be 
fastened along the scam shown at Diagram 
or where there is no great strain likely to be 
placed upon the pocket il may he seamed to 
the bottom edge of ivelt facing. In the event 
of fastening it along the seam you will have 
to fasten the bottom cd^e of welt lacing to the 
silesia either by hand or machine before the 
pricket ii machined round. 

Tilt difference between the jeated and the 
well pockets will he quite clear lo yon, if yon 
refer to Diagrams 5 and 6, 

At the latter diagram we illustrate the welt 
with one end finished off by means of the 
operation known as "tacking Hie welt." This 
is done with the "--lab." or up-and-down 
stitch illustrated and explained in connection 
with the -D tack" at the ends of the. jetted 
and the flap pockets 

In lacking the welt we have nrst to secure 
the outer and double edge after the pieces 
project iug at Diagram ? have been turned 
under. 

lo order to keep Hie welt ends as lliin as 
possible we pare sway the inside materials 
to the lines seen at the ends of welt. Diagram 
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2- We leave. 011 about Jin. for the purpose of 
turning iu and felling down the edye or fold, 
that is if the material is mil too thick ami 
heavy to permit of the felling mdhod being 
employed ; should tlisil be so, we useagain the 
up-mut-dowu stitcli. applying it as the ordin- 
ary felling-stitch would be applied. Hint h to 
nay, we . bring the nc-crtlc up from beneath, 
taking a tine hold of the doubled edge; we 
then pais tilt needle under the edge close tn 
the side of the previous slirch, and p 11 51 the silk 
or thread just tight enough 10 hold the Welt 
close without showing any indentation where 
the stitch lias been placed. Gil nil along the 
end in lliat way, and At ouud the l<pp corner ol 
welt place extra stitches, because strength i? 
required there, as all tlie slrain falls 051 the 
ends of well. A second sewing is -put haclJ 
from I he ends 01 welt, as we show ;it Dia- 
gram 6 ; thai line of sewing is put in with the 
up-and-down slilch also; it is intended, tort, 
to hide 'he rough edge of the piece turned in, 
SO it is advisable to pare away as much as 
possihle of Hie under-fold before you proceed 
to put in 1 hat line of slitch.es. 

SOME THINGS TO RK MEMBER. 

In the lacking of welts with stripe or crass- 
checks he careful not |<-> draw trie end of well 
loo haul in pulling in Ihc stitches, or von will 
destroy the evenness of run or si ripe immedi- 
ately in tronl of the ends of well. 

fie suTe to cover the nicks al the end of 
welt, and in that mutter you will need par- 
ticularly to eserdse care when nicking the 
front end in an out-hrensl or vest pocket. An 
a general practice ihc front tod ot welt in 
these pockets recede a Utile, the seam of the 
welt facing should, lliercfore, he slightly 
sli orteT than the ivel t-aej.ni ; I li e wedge. -s h ;i peel 
piece Cit Hie cud caused L>y the nicking will 
Ihus give you a clean emi Over which to place 
the well end. 

The top edge of welt is generally trailed 
in 111 e same way a* the edge of coat or ml ; 
if the latter H stitched by hand or machine, 
or bound or braided, the top of well will he 
treated likewise. 

Before lacking down Ihc cutis of ivelt you 



should press along the top edge ol it so that 
in Hie final pTess-off the welt shall not make 
too deep an impression on the forepart. 

The general details set out in this lesson 
apply, whether lite welt is straight across 
the garment, put somewhat on the slant, ot 
placed in Hie position known as a vertical 
welt. 

These latter arc generally found in over- 
garment-, in which case the difference in 
method relates mostly to the shape ol the in- 
side poekel, and the securing of it along its 
front edge, so thai it might he used without 
il sagging, and so causing inconvenience. 

DKTAU.S NEG.AKDINt.; VBKTTCAl. WELT 
POCKETS, 

The small set of diagrams depicting the 
loreparl of an overgarment sets out in fairly 
pent-el detail the processes of making up this 
style 01 welt pocket. 

When you have marked Hie position of well 
on the forepart, a large linen stav should he 
put to strengthen the forepail and lake the 
pocket slT.'iin, as shown jiI Diagrams I and 2- 

When the welts have been sewn on as we 
show at Diagram 1. lilt- machining will go 
through Hie linen slay. A is the well-piece, 
and H the welt-facing 

*'ul through I >c! wee 1 1 Ihc ]wo pieces and 
nick the font corners when,' the seams end ; 
preHii open the seams and let H go tn the in- 
side : double it hack and you have the pocket 
at this stage as we show il al II, Diagrams 
The lop edge of welt will he strengthened 
with a slTip of linen, shown basted 011 ;tt 
1 Jiagram 1 . Machine one-halt of Hie pocket to 
edge, A. and nun in the welt, making il ahoul 
1 jjjiTi. to 2 inches deep, according to size of 
garment; the leii^lh of pocket-month will he 
~ It) H inches. 

In shaping the inside pocket take the form 
shown at Diagram 3, where we illustrate Ihe 
Well stitched along ils ouleT edge, and the 
ends turned in and lacked down wilh a neat 
up-and-down side-stitch put in by hand. 

Am the coat is not likely lo he lined all 
through, the inside pocket will have its outer 
edge turned mi* and a double slilcluug put in 
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by machine. The edge of well-facing, B, 
Diagram 2, will be stitched In the upper half 
of pocket lo keep firmly in place, and the ffoid 
of pocket must be weil fastened to body 
canvas to keep ii from sagging. Wc show 
how this is done at Diagram 2. 

VEST WELTS. 

The general details set out here ns lo Coat 
Wefts apply lo Vests, with the one exception, 
thai instead of a cloth facing at top of 
packet as at Diagram 1, and 13. on the 
diagrams depicting a Lady's Over- 
garment with vertical Welt pocket, Die 
silesia pocket is 5«wii along the loo of 
poekeUmotith in the vest and passed 
down In form the one-half of pocket 
in the same way as we see Ihe "well 
facing" doing in Diagram 3. The reason 
for this in two-fold, first, the idea i* to 
keep the vest as thin and soft as possible, 
ami tlie second reason is, that should 
Ihc welt tlrop a hit in the eentie after 
nsc, I litre is not SO great i) chance 
ui the silesia pocket showing as in Un- 
case of ait outside pocket in a coat, 

SPOUTING PATCHES AXD 
CROSS-SKIRT POCKETS. 

We dealt in passing fashion with 
the patch pocket ill a piewions lesson ; 
in this we have a lounge of the sportius 
style, and so detailed in diagram illustra- 
tion as to he almost self-explanatory . 

Diagram 1 shows tlie linen stay 
across 'he top of patch in line willi 
the mark-stitches outlining its top edge, 
the turning in oF (he «ides prior to turn- 
ing over the facing section, which we 
show being felled aloil^ its lower 
edge to Hit: patch itself when it is 
made up untitled. 

Frequently, however, in sporting garments, 
especially when they ate made lioin soft 
homespuns and like material, the patches are 
lined with silesia, or Willi thin walerpront 
material \ the object is I wo fold : first, lo 
strengthen ihe patch in view of the wear and 
tear it is likely to experience, and, secondly, 
to proieel Ihe cotilents of the pocket against 



damp in case of being oul in wet weal her. 

P.itrlies in these sporting coals, cither of 
the lounge or overgFinncnt style, art usually 
made up nn the large, full side, and, us you 
notice at Diagram 3, somewhat in a "dashy 1 * 
form or shape. 

The method of firsl felling the patch on 
the forepart around its nuter edge, mentioned 
jwevionsly. is illustrated at Hie breast patch of

MAKING AND DECORATION' OF POCKETS 



Diagram E shows a uniform garment wo™ 
by a servant at the United Universities Club, 
with ;i pointed flap sewn in position on llic 
wai stream, with Hie bullous plugged through. 

In the palmy days of liveried servants the 
ufliip, or coachmstn, used invariably to have the 
flaps on his uniform fixed i" that fashion, 

LIVERIED SERVANTS' VEST POCKETS. 

Vests worn sit many functions in official 
Life, sporting excursions as well as Stale and 
other liveries, have the pointed flap shown 
.it diagram U. 

[ji the case of Royal State livery, jfvld braid 
edging is put., and in some rases a waist-seam 
and shaped skirl are added, 

Mure often than ml, in liveiies and Stale 
garments where buttons _su.cn as wc see at 
diagram D are placed, and the pocket and flap 
trimmed with foe*, the pocket is made up so 
lliat the hand can enkr at Hie lop of Hap in- 
stead of going mirlefiieatli it. In such a ease 
the pork el-mouth is placed about the centre of 
flap, not in line Willi it* top. Make Ihc pneket- 
moiilPi somewhat shorter than the flap, vay 1 
iiudi each end, One-half the pocket will be 
sewn to (lie vest, while the lower half of poe- 
fctt-inoulli, when made up, will he felled to (lie 
lining of Hie Hap, so that it is a fixture. The 
lop of flap will be tnrnsjd-in, and Hie flap 
lining will fell Id the tumcd-iii edge. Lei the 
flap turn-in be as deep as possible, so its »u 
keep the lining; Irani showing, say Jin. ot 
Ifin. deep. 

VEST POCKETS, 

The dap when placed on the vest with a 
bastc-stitch, and felled lo the lower half of 
pocket-mouth, will need to be fastened at each 
end liom top to a line just below the pocket- 
mouth ; this can he done with an invisible 
stitch from the hack, making sure to firmly 
fasten it at each end above the ends o£ pocket- 
mouth. The button* should be put on before 
Hie bottom oX forepart lining is felled; ibis 
may be banted in position and Left until the 
vest is pressed off, then the baste-sl itches can 
be taken out, the buttons plugged Ehronyb. 
and the felling of "the forepart linings com- 
pleted. 



The buttons will show below ILie points of 
flap, as explained in relation to diagram B. 

The other representations on this diagram 
are of fancy patched pockets on a lady's skirt. 
Pockets of tins character are soineiimcs made 
a fixture cm the skirt ; i^soiueiimes they aTC 
allowed to hang loose below the curve just 
above A and B, on diagram 1. In that ease, 
nf course, diagram 2 would be provided with 
an inside covering, and a second piece of 
material, Hal [an lining generally, which would 
form the pocket. 

Diagram 2 shows how Hie patch is made up 
before being put on the skirt, as we see it at 
diagram 1 A, it would be lined, 

Diagram 3 is a separate piece fixed on 
diagram ? by machine-stitching;, as we show 
at B. diagram I, where the patch is seen 
completed. 

Of course diagram 1 is very frequently put 
ou a skirl without the extra piece, K. 

MAKING POCKETS IN UN LI NED COATS 

Very frequently one is called upon to make 
lounge jackets and long coals for men and 
women in garment? that are nut lined through. 
The pocket may be of the flap style, jealed in 
straight or in curved form, or it may be a 
welt ; again ibis may he straight across the 
hip, or put in a slanting position. In either 
case the pocket -mouth will he made op in the 
ordinary way ; it is in the formation of the 
pocket itself where I tie difference of treatment 
has to be applied. 

In the unlined garment, instead of juat sew- 
ing the two halves of pocket round raw edge 
by machine, as is usual in tally lined garment s. 
we have lo provide for a itiuc-h cleaner finish 
of the inside pocket. 

In overgarments it is often the practice to 
put the upper ha Lf of pocket of clplh match- 
ing the garment, 

Diagram 1 shows a top half of pocket put 
in with cloth, and silesia or Italian lining 
underneath. The larger piece ol stripe mate- 
rial represents the forepart of the coat, and 
die inside is represented as uppermost. 

Diagrams 2 ami 3 show a similar pocket 
when Italian lining, silesia, Selvyt. or other 
special pocketing is used.

Dress Coat, as you will he reminded by the 
braided holes arross the front, in imitation oi 
Llie oM-liiric iiottlted Motes. The make-up of 
ihis Hap can he carried out in the same* man- 
ner a* other styles- of flap, thought mi account 
of its hairhig three lines o( cord fastened alonjf 
it in line witli the quints of Bap, boinc tiliglil 
foundation ior sewing the braid, and [ogive 
biidv tn the mateii.il between the fern ids, it 
will be wise to put an inttt -lining of linen. 
At diagram 2 we see the fUp being sewn full 
to (lie flap lining, and below we Illustrate ilie 
flap when turned out and ready to be put on 
the skirl, as wc illustrate at diagram 3.

il is cut broader at the lop half : thin extra 
width is kept back to Ihe line of pocket* and 
so produces the pouched cilccl seen at dia- 
gram I. 



Another pouched effect is seen in the other 
set of diagrams. There we have a panel skirt 
with (lie sickpieee seetionalisccl : the waist 
section, B, diagram 2. has the facing, B, em 
od. while ihe lint A. diagram I . forms the 
pocket-mouth when the sideniece is lilted ill 
Hs proper place. 

The skirt. A, is wider than Ilie hip-piece, II, 
so I hat when joined up lite effect is similar lo 
the nouehed patch seen in the other diagram. 

L\ of diagram 3. illustrates the finished

FAMCV AST) OR\'AMl;\TAF. TACKS 
TO POCKET ENDS. 

Fancy tacks to pockets, the ends oi breast 
scams, tups of ideals^ and oilier points of a 
garment, are very popular, especially in the 
ease of lady customers. These are known by 
several names, such as * hullerH> lack," "Cross 
arrow-head." "cross triangle." "crow's-foo;." 
and so on. Thcv are reallv an ornamental 
Knish formed in the hist place in a similar 
manner to the bar-tack, that is to say, by a 
sc ries of long stitches laid On the top oi the 
material from point to point of a pattern 
decided upon in the first instance. The sew- 
ill}* material used, for the purpose of fnr.nine, 
the groundwork o( the design is ratliei -i> 
buttonhole twist or line embroidery -ilk ui .> 
colour that matches or harmonises w-iih the 
cloth or trimming from which itic gannem -> 
made or decorated, a* the case may he. 

The stitches have to be placed a- c! -. 
together as possible without overlapping, 
otherwise a smooth even surface m design 
will not be obtained. 

Very much depends on lilt manner ill 
which Ihe worker places and draw* the 
Stitches into position on the material, csppri- 
ally when the design is worked on thin 
costume cloth. In whaLewr place on Hie 
garment you may he called ur» to work any 
one i»-f Ihe designs n.ci.u<>hi-d above, en- 
deavour to Lie! something "I a lirtn nature »i 
the hack, as this will help me work of forma- 
tion considerably 

The simplest form oi fancy lack is the plain 
" Triangle " depicted in the top now Of the 
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first set of diagrams on iliia page, next in artist 
cornea the " Cross-irinngle " set out immedi- 
ately below. Tin- method nf procedure is as 
follows :— 

Kirsl mark oul your triangle with all lines 
of «qmd kfiglh, having n centre line, as 
shown by the tii st rigurc ;ii the top, marked 

1. Charge rour needle with stout buttonhole 
iwist or fancy silk, or whatever sewing you 
riesiTe Hi IISCi Bring ytmr needle up :il point 

2. #i down ill point I. as we show the needle 
placed: tniiic up a^ain nt point I at the side 
hi tilt previous stitch: ^odown again ;it point 
3; up once moie at point 1 immediately 
beneath the lirsl thread; down at J; up nf L ; 
down again ill point 3. 




This operation is repealed in ||ic order set 
out until tlie side threads meet nl the centre 
Line between points 2 and .1, The completed 
figure is s*een ai tfie right nf the top row of 
stitches forming a groove clown the centre. 
A variation of this can he secured hv crossing 
each stitch under point I. instead of putling 
the sllt-cltes side by side as at figure 3. 

THE CROSS-TftI ANGLE. 

The '-Cross-Triangle" - is illustrated at dia- 
gram 4, and in the bottom line oTHn: first set 
of diagrams. The method of working in this 
case is different, in this wc first bring oar 
needle up at 2; pass it down at point 1; come 
up again al I. but on tlie outside of the. first 
thread. Xow pus the needle clown at 3, as 
we show in the second figure - hring it up 
again at 1, but on the outride of line 3 : then 
down at 2: op again al t on the outside of 
line 2. Continue (his crossing as you pass 



your needle up or down at point I. and when 
your bottom stitches meet in lite centre yotir 
figure in formed as illustrated be I lit; holttiiu 
example. Kcfrain from pulling lite stitch 
hard, though, of course, it must lie Hat and 
even along both side* in each of the figu res. 
Plate jour needle carefully along (he chalked 
line til the triangle or your sides and bottom 
of figiiTC will he hollow. One false slitcU will 
throw tlie figure on! oi the true, so he careful 
to place Hie stitch correctly, as set out in the 
Ml ns I rations, 

A Htlle practice on a pieve of cloth, with 
these iiisufuciions before you, will soon en- 
able >ou to produce a correct copy "f 
tacks shown on the diagram pluie. 

When working either of the designs In form 
A triangle we must keep the side lines as 
si raig I it as possible as the illustrations show, 
ill forming the " arrow-head," however, we 
have to pull Ihe stitch a shark- lighter so us to 
secure the outline of figures illustrated at E 
and V, diagram 3. of (he second plate of dia- 
grams, figure E is formed in tin: manner 
scl out under the cro?*-li tangle instruction, 
but figure I*' is a more elaborate design and 
is formed as follows : — In order to execute the 
design as ill ti st rated in the finished example, 
you should first mark the outline on (he part 
of garment fo he decorated ; charge tile needle 
with as long a length, of silk of twist US 
you cati conveniently use ; pass tlie needle up 
from underneath point A. diagram 2, then pass 
il down at point 15, up again acid outside, 
but very close to point H, and down again at 
C ; up again at C. Each time you hring Ihe 
needle up it should be on the outside of the 
previous thread. Then go across to A to 
complete the outline shown ai diagram 2, 
always making your snitches close to the aide 
of the previous one and grossing it at the point. 

The lines of flitches at diagram 2 are per- 
fectly straight from point to point oi Ihe 
triangle, while in the finished example, dia- 
gram 3, the spaces be I ween the points show 
some degree of compression ; this is caused 
by drawing the si itches tightly as you pro- 
ceed with the formation of the design. 

The design can be varied in many ways 
by tltc introduction of other sectional cross.

The curved Outline K nnd I 1 arc mirth- 
the result of additional compression by reason 
of the extra stitches ill centre, and ;t slightly 
greater tension ol stitch at the central portion 
of design. 

i "he function 01 lln'sc ckthoraU'lv designed 
tacks is decorative rather (han lor strength- 
en ing the portions of a garment where they 
are placed ; when they are well executed they 
add something to the appearance of a gar- 
iiicni : hul unless one has had considerable 
practice, and attained somelhing like pioti- 
ciency in the formation of the various designs, 
lie will be well advised to leave theni alone. 

Tlie packet selected fur displaying these 
oniHiittiitJl designs, :il diagrams 2 and 3, is 
the jeated pockel ; but id diagram 4 »c have 
a flap pocket slanting in position on the fore- 
part, as frequently occurs in ladies" jackets,
